These small trees often bear fruit the first year. One customer tells us his 
dwarf Bartlett produced 17 pears just four months after planting. While this 
may be a little unusual they always bear the second year if planted on good 
soil and given average care. 


Our dwarf pear trees are propagated by budding on quince roots. This is 
the only known method of producing dwarf pear trees. Not all varieties do 
well on quince roots. We are listing the four varieties that make a good union 
with the stock and are productive. 
Plant them 10 feet apart. Ultimate 
height 8 to 10 feet.
